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Educational Reform 


r '8 THE SAME tht whol^ worid over»^. PHng up 
tha queation ol raform In education and con- 
trovaray la arouaad. After four yeara of reaearch, 
Japan naa coma up with a lO^year plan for iU 
achool ayatam which la atlrriiii up trouble, 
although It la axpaetad tp be adopted In time for a 
1874 atari. 

It la a thought-provoking propoaal which 
might find favor among aoma aduoationiata in thia 
country. It might be black-boarded too, for tha 
vary reaaona it la being critlciaed by aome 
Japanaaa. 

It la Japan’a third educational reform In a 
century. Unlike the firat two — the eatabllahment ^ 
of univaraal compulaory education during the 
period 1867-1913, and the democratization olU^l. 
education during the American poat*war occu¬ 
pation — It Is technical In nature, for the most 
part. 

In broad outline, the plan would increase the 
number of years of pre^university education from 
12 to 14 — four years of primary Instead of six, 
four of lower secondary Instead of three, and six of 
upper secondary, instead of three. And compulsory 
education would start at age four rather than six. 

It would Improve the training of teachers, 
relieve them of administrative chores, and raise 
thdr pay to some 30 to 40 per cent above that of 
general civil servants. 

Higher education would be diversified, and at 
the university level more state aid would be given 
private institutions to help bridge a gap between 
endowed national institutions and their pooi'er 
private “relations”. It would allow univeralty 
Students, except those studying medicine, educa¬ 
tion or other professions, to giaduate in three 
years. 

There is general agreement In Japan, 
apparently, that the Educational system needs 
overhauling, but critics say the projected reform ^ 
does not address some of the basic flaws in 
contemporary education. 

In particular, they see the new recommenda 


t&ns as furthering rigid centralized state control of 
schools at the expense of democratic education and 
more individualized teaching and learning. Some 
educators argue that'the proposed program would 
revive an intense pressure for national unity that 
marked the militarist pre-war government. 

For example, the president of Tokyo Unive^ 
lity has expressed a fear that increase govern* 
ment aid to universities will be used to encroach on 
university autonomy — something that seldom. If 
ever, comes to the fore on the Canadian scene. 

And in a lengthy editorial one of Japan's 
leading daiMes, Asahi, attacked the proposed re¬ 
form for Ha oentrallaBtion. It called Instead for 
autonomous provincial schools which, it main¬ 
tained, are essential if Japan is to have a 
democratic education rather than the old system 
which, in essence, inculcated into students an 
unswerving allegiance to authority. 

There are those in Canada who ahe wondering 
if the dabbling in reform along this line here is 
bringing worthwhile results. Peimaps it is too early 
yet to tell. Perhaps it is too late.

Mr. Chretien’s Problem 


I^RTHERN DEVELOPMENT and Indian Af- 
<1^ fairs Minister Jean Chretien painted a pretty 
picture of Canada when he said that unless some 
problem develops the federal government shouldn’t 
call an election this year. 

Though Mr. Chretien is fluentiy bilingual it 
appears that his use of the word problem needs 
some further interpretation in either of our offiolel 

languages- 

Obviously he does not understand problem to 
mean such mundane everyday things as high 
unemployment rates, continuing infla^on, increas 
ing labor-management disputes, failing overseas 
nuirkets, the growing disaffection with Ottawa of 


the four Western provinces, the gathering strength 
of Quebec separatism, the acceleration m wastage 
of public funds by the federal government, the 
rising crime rate, the progressive deterioration of 
the Canadian ecology, the n>ounting dissatisfaetkm 
of our young popple, the Inefficient and high cost 
of government administration, and the fafluiw to 
observe the i^ocratic principles of debate and 
decision In tHe House of Commons. 

It might therefore be reasonable to uk Mr. 
, Chretien to define precisely what he means by the 
word problem. His answer ntight be as interesting 
to Prime Minister Trudeau as it is to the public at 
large. 


Scientists Down on the Soviet Farm 


I T Hrtm Men widely assumed 
in rsMot yaars that Soviet 
agriculture is in bad shaije. 
But sinos tha daparture of 
Mikita Khruahchev, tha condi- 
dona on Soviat farma hava 
improvad by 1 a a p s and 
bouada. Of course, there are 
still many shortcomings. But 
the sarias of auoceisful eropa 
produced in recant years, tha 
salfHMmfidanca about agricul¬ 
ture which Soviet ex|)erts as 
well as politicians are begin¬ 
ning to display, indicate a 
significaiit degree ol prograaa. 

It is perhaps symptomatic 
cf tha prograaa made Utat 
goviat planners are now more 
aoneamed about tha organiza¬ 
tion and methodology of 
agriaultural development than 
with tha simple fact of 
increasing production. In fact, 
because production has bean 
rising they are no longer 
uncritical ot many aspects of 
agricultural conditions and 
policies. 

SigDlfleanUy enough, tha 
problems of agriculture are 
now rtealving far more scien¬ 
tific attention than they ever 
did before. And this scientific 
attention appears to be free 
of dogma and of many of the 
ideological and other shibbo- 
letha which hampered agricul¬ 
ture in the past. According to 
one count, soma 70 research 
aatAbUibmenta of v a r 1 o u • 
kind! iif different regions of 
the Soviet Union are concen¬ 
trating on agriculture. 


All acdvitiai in this field 
are co-ordinated by tha 
National Research Institute of 
Agricultural ICconomica on 
tha one side and the Lenin 
National Academy of Agricul¬ 
tural Sciences. I^ase institu- 
tiona are now not only 
coneerned with day-t(Mlay 
problems of agriculture, or 
even with five-year plan 
parloda. Their attention ia 
Incraaaingly devoted to for¬ 
mulating plana for agricul. 
tural devel^ment over a long 
period, eey for IZ, 30 or SO 
yeara. Of oourte, such plans 
cannot be very reaUstic since 
conditione ctiange end any 
rigid adherence to such a long¬ 
term plan will be^^dfeestrous. 
What it tan do to to provide a 
perapaativa or a framework 
wUhtn whiah all probiama oi 
agricuitujra ahould be viewed.

Soviet scienttota art now 
arguing that for proper devel¬ 
opment of agriculture it is 
necessary to hava immense 
material, financial and man¬ 
power resources over a suffi¬ 
ciently long period of time. 
The five-year plan periods 
should be regarded only as 
definite stages towards 
achieving an ambitious but 
realistic goal at a ramota 
point in time.

The approach of the 
National Research Institute 
begina not with aomt fantas¬ 
tic statistical target around 
which research has to be 
conducted, but with the 
aisumption that tha key to 
sucoeta lias in improving the 
tmallast unit to ai^eulture to 
its optimai point of affieiency, 
the smallest unit in this case 
being a coliectiva or state 
farm. 

Again, the institute ia not 
dogmatic about formulating a 
model for universal applica¬ 
tion. It asserts that it ia 
essential to take into account 
the different characteriatics 
of eacl^Jarm in any sctieme 
for improvement. 

A deal of research in 
this field is being directed to 
analyze the organizational 
system of collective and state 
farms and the problem of 
their specialization. Thia ia a 
rather complicated problem. 
Firat of all, it does not simply 
mean that the farm concen¬ 
trates upon one or twt) 
products, but also that while 
its aotivities are directed 
towards maximum develop¬ 
ment of some categories, due

attention ia paid to other 
sectors, so that the economy 
of the farm does not become 
altogether unbalanced. 

One of the ixroblems, lor 
instance, to to decide to what 
extent the agricultural prod- 
gee of a farm should be 
processed elsewhere and whet 
proportion at the farm itself. 
While maintaining that soma 
two-thirds of farm product! 
require preliminary procaes- 
ing, end that on the whole it 
is essential to separata farm¬ 
ing from processing opera¬ 
tions, it is felt strongly that 
for aome purposes it to 
advantageogs for prooessing 
to be done at farms them- 
B a 1 V a a . Thia particularly 
appliea to fruits and vege¬ 
tables. Tha frequency of 
complaints about the poor 
quality of vegetables and 
similar items in the SovtoC' 
Union to to pert due to the 
fact that they ere token long 
distances before being pro¬ 
cessed, end lose their fresh¬ 
ness and taste before reach¬ 
ing the consumer.

In any case, It is argued, a 
i^odem farm to too compli- 
catod as a rule to cater for 
all Ite own requirements. 
Outside help to eeeential for 
servicing its machinery, for 
sales and tranaportotion of its 
produce, for providing build¬ 
ing materials and so on. 
These are becoming unavoid¬ 
able functions of specialised 
agenclea. But if the farms are 
to be economically efficient, 
exceptiona to the general rula 
must be made in certain 
circumatonces.

Another problem, a peren¬ 
nial one in Soviet agriculture, 
ia that of procurement 
methods and policies. Soviet 
agricultural apecialista do not 
appear to be altogether happy 
with what has been achiaved 
in this field. Present procure¬ 
ment policlaa are not sufflei- 
ently flexible to allow tor 
differentiation between differ¬ 
ent farms. Last July, at tha 
Central Gommittoe plenum 
which dealt with agrieulturs, 
Mr. Breshnev himself com¬ 
plained that some regiona 
were given too low end othars 
too high a target tor proeura- 
ment.

To overcome this, speoial- 
ists ere now thinking of 
elaborating a aeiantifia 
scheme for the develcmnent 
of each farm in all its 
aspecU, including ita role to 
procurement.

True, it to not easy to 
formulate such plans with all 
the complicattons involved, 
but a beginning has to be 
made to make farma ae«toom» 
ically efficient, highiy pro¬ 
ductive and iTff of 4he 
surplua mgnpower which 
weigha down upon aqine. But 
improvatnent to Soviet agri¬ 
culture to no longer alim>ly a 
matter of poUtioal pronounce- 
menta of hard work, hard 
cash and iMrain' powqr. The 
results so far 'hay# teen, if 
not ideal, at loMl anoourag- 
ing.

Budget Sleight of Hand 


F inance Mlntoter Edgar 
Benaon haa performed a re* 
merkeble feat with his budget- 
tax reltmn oombination. While 
ignoring calto for autetantlel 
tax cuta. he managed to 
create the impression of tax 
raductiona for moat people. 

He also seems to have 
created the impression of a 
soak-the-rich fiscal policy 
while actually lowering taxes 
for the high^come brackets 
(the top tax rate to cut from 
K1.4 to 61.1 per cent and the 
highest reductions go to those 
earning 1100,000 and up). 

The impression of tax cuta 
for moat Canadians comes 
from Mr. Benson's removal of 
the S per Mnt aurtex and 
from hto increase of peraonel 
tex exemptions.

The surtax. Introduced as a 
temporary anti-inflation 
measure in 1968, was to 
expire last year. The govern¬ 
ment, which by that lima 
claimed to have abandoned 
the anti-inflation course, 
rammed an extension of the 
surtax through Parliament for 
another year. 

It was e puzzling move, for 
it contradicted the Trudeau 
regime's telatad attempts to 
restlmuiate tha artifioaUy- 
diqiresaed aoonomy. 

Now we know why it was 
dona. The Trudeaucrats 
needed the surtax so that its 
removal would create tha 
Uluaton of a ux cut. 

As for higher personal 
exemptions, they have teen 
long over^. ITie figures 
remained unchanged for more 
than 30 years.

for single taxpayers earning 
$9,000 to a maximum of TI 
per cent for those in the 
$11,000 bracket, cannot poaal- 
bly balanca tte rtduotiona for 
all married taxpayers which 
go up from 15 per cent on 
$2,800 income. 

This to where Mr. Bison's 
attempt to create the polid- 
oally useful Impression that 
he is soaking the rich comet 
in. He will tax capital gains. 

Fair snough. Thia, too, llks 
the increase in personal ex¬ 
emptiona, haa teen long over¬ 
due. He prudently refrained 
from applying the near- 
oonfiscati^ rates as outlined 
In file original whits paper. 
However, the yield of the 
capital gains tax could not 
poasibly balance his books. 
And since he has, also 
prudently, refrained from 
using the white paper's recipe 
for destruction of small busi- 
nesa, there is not much left in 
the "soak-the-rich" category. 

In the absence of more 
specific projections of the 
effects of the proposed tax 
reform measures and budget 
proviaions of fedaral revenue, 
it to impossible to make even 
a rough sstimate of how 
much of the lower yield from 
ths 5,700,000 or so taxpayers 
who will pay slightly less can 
te recouped from the sf^ox- 
imately 1,300,000 who will pay 


slightly more, and from ths 
capital gains tax.

deficit financing. 

His own foracatt to a 
budgetary deficit of $750 
million in fiscal 1171-73, and 
non-budgetary caah require¬ 
ments cJ close to $2.5 billion. 

While these two figures' 
cannot te simply added up, 
they indicate tha preaaura tha 
government will te putting on 
the money merket in oompe- 
titton with the private saotor 
for Inveetment capital.

Yet, Mr. Benson's only hops 
of getting out of the deficit 
hole he is sinking into is 
expansion of the private sec¬ 
tor which alone can broaden 
the productive tax bast. 

Opposition scrutiny of tha. 
budget and fiscal reform 
should therefore concentrate 
on whether or not the govern¬ 
ment is proposing the best 
possible use of the staggering 
amount of money it will hava 
to borrow. 

Unless this money- to used 
mainly for strengthening the 
revenue-producing substance 
of the economy, no tax 
reform can mean more than 
pre-election window dressing.

The recent viaita to China by acientista 
from aivergi parta of the world, along with a 
ateppejiiP campaign in China to promote the 
use of **in4iganoua methoda" in treating 
illneaafa haa pt>t the apoUight on Qiineae 
tradMonal medicine. 

The art of acupuncture, wblcb luvofvec the 
Inaertlaa el aoedlee Into epeciflc pointe ou the 
akia, la drawing the moet attenUun. |a recent 
yeaiOf Chiaa baa credited acupuacture with 
cuiiag a great variety ef lllaeeaee and 
phyeioal affllctiona, ranging from the after- 
effscta of polio to bliadaeee. The tBineee 
have elalnUNl particular succeee ia curing 
daaf-mutoe. 

EHiring a recent viait to the mainland, two 
U.S. aciantiata were given a demonstration of 
tha uaa of acupuncture aa a local anesthetic 
even for purposes of surgery. Acupuncture is 
liecominf one of the moat widely used 
heal^g methods in Chipa. In Kwangtung 
iirovlppe, whlci) bot'(|ers thia British colony, 
for imemple, an estimated TO to 80 per cent 
of cases in public health centers ere treated 
with herha and acupuncture. 

But Whnl hue Weetera medicine intrigued 
with aeiipwieture end ottier ferine of 
treiHlIintel O l w eie heeling methods la not the 
epecIBe enee elel m e but the fact that dOneen 
laadleliie, unlQm that la the Weet, hee never 
eeparaled the i«lif4 from the body. 

It ia a gaperally accepted fact that 70 per 
cent of iilneaaea today are peyohoaomatic, 
due to the heotic pace and resulting stress of 
modern life. As Dr. Oscar Wexu, e Canadian 
deetor who atudied acuimncture in Hong 
Kong, agpreasea it: 

"One of the greatest advantages eastern 
medicine has ia the fundamental angle of 
approach. The Chinese view the human being 
aa a comprehensive whole; tiiey do not 
aeparate mind from body. One aspect cannot 
be effected without affecting the

Dr. Weau adds, "peyohoaomatie medicine

Tha philosophy la that tha Mvidual la a 
mlcrocoamlc arena In which tha elemanta) 
forces of the universe contend. Health is 
defiendant upon the maintenance of harmony 
within and without the body by means of a 
eompiieated sariae of relationshipa. Tim 
interaction of tha twp alemantal fnfaea 
and "yang" define die ataie of an individual 
at any given time. 

In the human body, **yln" and "yang" 
must ba maintainad in exact balance or 
disease will tupervage. The technique of 
acupuncture ia based on the theory that within 
the body there are six malor chahhcla or 
meridians of "yin" and six of *'yang." From 
theaa numerous subsidiary channels branch 
off.

Kxperimenta in the West a number of 
years ago proved that the action of applying 
a syringe needle hea more to do with certain 
kinds of cures than the medicine in the 
syringe. In one experimeot, half tfie patients 
had the appoppriate medical doae injected 
Into them end the other half had distilled 
water. All were cured. 

Much nw*tary and my|h still surround 
traditional Qiineae medicine. But now a 
ooncarted affort is being ma4* to peel away 
ttie fiction from fact and ate whit remains 
that may ha of iicnefit to otheis.

When the Diefenbaker gov¬

Report of mining production 
fbr 1970 in British Oolumbia 
Shows production to have 
establiabed a record value for 
the ninth auoeasaive year. 

The Department of Mines 
and Petroleum Resources 
places a value of $485,900,000 
on all mineral production, up 
$^800,000 (4.5 per cent) firom 

Copper was again the moat 
valuable single product with a 
value of $121,300,000. Crude oil 
worth $60,400,000 came next 
and molybdenum third with 
132,400,000, replaeing sine in 
third place. 

The mines report says that 
declines in value of zinc and 
iron concentrate! were more 
than offset by increaaed Value 
of copper, molybdenum, lead, 
silver and nickel. 

The value of Industrial 
m 1 n e r a 1 a went up by 
81,600,000 largely due to in¬ 
creased value of asbestos. 

The value of structural 
materials decreased by 
$9,400,000 or 17 per cent, 
because of decreased value of 
cement, sand and gravel. 

In the fuels the main gain 
was in the greatly increased 
production of coal. Crude oil 
values also registered a imall 
gain in this sector. 


AU Not LoH 

Is Britain deserting the 
Conimonwesllh by joining the 
Kupopean Common Market, 
or was it the Commonwealth 
tiiat deserted Britain? 

That point haa been brought 
up by Sir Alex Dougias-Hume, 
British Foreign Secretary, 
who in a recent apeecji said 
that Britain's trade wfth the 
Commonwealth fell from 21 
per cent of the whole to 12 
per cent in the 60t "and the 
procesa continues." 

The Foreign Secretary was 
not apportkxiing blame. He 
noted that while for a long

and he added that the Com¬ 
mon Market countries had 
agreed that New Zealand was 
a special case for which 
special aolutions would be 
found. 

So far as Cinada is con¬ 
cerned it is not anticipated 
that B r i t a i n's Common 
Market entry will have any 
serious affect on ttie over-all 
pattern of Canada's trade 
with Kurope as a whole, and 
may indeed o()en the 
door to Canadian trade in 
Kurope that hitherto was 
unsttaiaable. 

This, at least. Is the more 
mature kiterpretatkm now put 
upon the British disentangle¬ 
ment with the economic side 
of the Commonwealth.

MIAMI (VFl) - When 
refugees began fleeing Fidel 
Castro's Cuba in 1965, many 
brought wlUi them a statue 
oalled Caridad de (^hre, 
depleting fishermen In a 
■ailboat at the feet of a 
patron saint. 

Legend says the fishermen 
were saved from a howling 
atorm off the Cuban toast. U 
wu deeined a mlraele. 

The eUtue was an Hem of 
fbiHi to eualain the rough 
erociing of Hie Florida Strait 
hi freedom In a ragbag fleet 
nf rafts, dinghies, and. for the 
fortunate o n e e , seaworthy 
fishing boats. Sometihim ita 
power failed during the 10. 
mile voyage. 

To many Cuban eailee hora, 
the threat of a halt to Hm 
**freadom fUghts” from Cuba 
to Miami would signal a 
return to t h a deeperate 
voyauee acrgss the treacher¬ 
ous. aharklnfeetMl Florida 
Strait voyages that have 
claimed untold lives. 

About 940,000 of Miami’s 
850,000 Cuban refugees have 
arrived here since December 
of 1965 on the twice-daily 
freedom flights which the 
U.S. Senate appropriation 
committee voted Friday to 
etop funding. 

Miami's Cuban exile colony 
was stunned at Uie Uireatened 
cutoff of the freedom flights. 
Exile leadei*! immediately 
huddled and began thinking of 
ways to continue the exodus If 
Congi-ess approves the end of 
the airlift. 

The Miami Merald edi¬ 


torially supported the cutoff. 
Some local politicians (eel 
Miami is strangUjig In a tlsht 
job market and a short supply 
of housing. Others, inolumng 
Florida Senator Lawtun 
Chiles and Rep. Claude Pep¬ 
per. have voted to fight to 
maintain the refugee flighty.

Fur the last 10 yegrs, 
though, giant cranes iiovertng 
over the cafAtals of Euroite 
have signalled the liirth of 
seiirMFhf new hotels. 

The tourist invasion has 
reached to FinlaiKi on the 
edge of thp Arctic Circle. 
Sixteen hotels are going up in 
Helsinki and main tourist 
centres at the moment, and 
the country’s hotel i>eds wiii 
be increased froni 44.000 at 
present to 55.000 in 19T3.

WASmNaTON (AP) — Two 
U..S. Army survey helicopters 
were fir^ on by a Vene¬ 
zuelan Air Force plane in the 
Colombia - Venezuela border 
area a month ago, U.S, 
officials disclosed Saturday. 


"Right now the '{xids Are 
oaloulated at about a million 
to one against such a colli¬ 
sion," he says, "but if man 
continues to put up rocket 
bodies and other hardware for 
another 100 years, this debris 
could be a definite threat." 

Daries says that improved 
launch vehicles apd launch 
successes have shown that 
more« working satellites can 
be lofted with fewer pieces of 
junk in their wake. 

The centre commander 
pointed out that America’s f 
first space station Skylab 
in 1973 — will be docked in a 
space belt now containing.

"The Space Defence Centre 
will have to give the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration the location of a 
safe parking space," he says, 
"and we’ll have to inform 
technicians aboard when or¬ 
biting objects are close to 
them” 

One of the best ways to 
reduce the chances of colli¬ 
sion and perhaps the loss of 
crewmen, he says, would be 
an internadonsl agreement to 
reserve a special belt around 
the earth for manned space 
travel. 

As its name denotes, the 
Space Defence Centre’s pri¬ 


mary mission is to provide 
NORAD's commander-in-chief 
with up-to-daite information 
called "threat data" pertain¬ 
ing to space defence and 
b alliitic missile detection, 
just as he receives informa¬ 
tion from the sea and air 
areas. 

Daries says advancements 
in space flight and the 
development of more sophis¬ 
ticated missile systeips, such 
as multiple-warhaad vehicles, 
will impose a more demand¬ 
ing work load on apace 
watching systems. 

"NORAD will need a larger 
,apaee oomfHJtation centre 
with computers capable of 
putting out more data 
faster," he adds, "plus better 
radar equipment to observe 
satellites at greater ranges."

Tha Annettes, named after 
the Sisters oi St.’ Ann, were 
originally formed to attract 
high school girls ihto St. 
Joseph’s School of Nursing 
when enrolment was falling in 
the school, Jana explained in 
an interview. 

Now, however, enrolment 
has picked up again at tha 
school, and the girls continue 
In tiia volunteer program "for 
its own sake." l < 

Girls can join tha progum 
at ajge 14 and can contintii in 
it as long as they wish, but 
most drop out at age 17 or 18 
as the piossure of schoolwork 
and other activities increases. 

They work on the wards 
from 4:30 p.p)- to. 6:30 pan, 


with 10 to 15 girls working 
each day. 

Orlgkmlly, June said, the 
girls were supiiosed to work 
only one day each week so 
their schoolwork would not 
suffer, "but Theresa (vice- 
president Tlieresa O'Neill) 
blew all that." 

Iheresa began coming to 
tile hoaidtal three and four 
tlniei a weak, putting hi 457 
hours of servioa in her first 
year and a half in the 
Annettei. Now othera have 
followed hpr lead and come 
as often as they wish. 

The duties the girls pw^orm 
are varied, but ipRinly have 
to do with improving the 
patients’ comfort. They wasli 
tiieir hands and faces,' hel]) 
feed them at mealtimes, nui 
eiTands, buy what they wish 
at the hospital newsstand and 
just talk to them. 

TTiey work m all die ailuit 
wards of St. Josepli's and also 



in Mount St. Mary axteodcd- 
care hospUgl. 

Tliey move from waid to 
ward, but all have favorite 
wards. Barends prefers work¬ 
ing with the elderly patients, 
espactaiJy those in Mount St. 
Mary. "T h e y ’r e always 
worrying about your welfare 
and tiiey always have lots of 
interestihg stories to tell." 

'ITiereia said bar favorite 
ward was the psydiiatric 
wand. "It’s been very inter- 
esting to see what psychiatric 
patients are like and tviw you 
can help thwn." 

Her experience in tiic iiospi- 
tel, and particularly cm the 
psychiatric ward, has con¬ 
firmed her desire to become 
a psychiatric nurse when she 
tinlslies actuKil, site Aiid. 

But fur Jante and Bureruls 
tile Annette work lias made 
them change their minds 
about becoming nurses. 
"Nurses work a lot harder 
Uian is generally realised," 
Kuremla said. "I just don’t 
think I could do it. 

"I'd like to work some¬ 
where else in’ die licepitai, 
tiiough — maybe as a lab 
technician or scmiething like 
Uiat." 

The Annettes receive a 
series of 11 ti'aining lectures 
before they ai'e allowed to go 
onto the floor. After tiie 
lectures tliey write a test, and 
tliose who pass begin work 
with an older and more 
experienced Annette — a big 
lister. 

At present tiiere are about 
80 girls on the list waiting to 
join the program. 

As well as tiieii seiMce in 
tiie tiospilal, the girls work on 
other service liTojects, ijbt- 
ticularly at Qiiistmas time. 
Last year tiiey sponsored a 
penny drive and a bake sale 
to raise enough money lor 
food for two hampers. 

Their suiiervisor, Mi's. Mai- 
jorie Fitzgerald, had nothing 
hut praise lor the girls, ttieir 
parents and the hospital staff, 
all of wtium cooperate to 
make tiie program a success, 
she said.

LONDON (Reuter) — One 
bride of ev«y five in Britain 
la pregnant on her wedding 
day. 

And, says a report by tee 
British Family Planning 
Association, the figure is even 
higher for teenage brides, 
with one in three in England 
and Wales expecting a baby 
aiid one in four in Scotland. 

Over-all, more than 100,000 
unmarried women and girls 
became pregnant last year in 
Britain, the association re¬ 
ported. 

The report also disclosed a 
steep rise in teenage abor¬ 
tions in Britain. In the first 
quarter of this year, 4,555 had 
abortions, a 28-i)er-cent Jn- 
crease on the figures tor the 
same iieriod of 1970. 

The report highlighted an 
alarming increase in venereal 
disease among British teen¬

ArquliiUon of new park- 
landa waa not overlooked as 
work was done aa ajdsting 
parka, however, and the 116 
parka McWilliams found in 
1957 have increaaad to 319 by 
this year. 

His proudest acquisition, he 
said, was tha estahRshment of 
the Bowren Lakes Park and a 
cloM second is the small but 
hcavily-used Shuswap Lake 
Park.

The plant is an annual, lasting 
for only the single summer, but you can 
gather the dried seed pods in the fail 
for growing neat year. 

In addition to the usual pink flqwer, 
there is a pure white vaiiety called 
Cleome Helen Campbell, named for the 
Toronto housewife who found the white- 
flowered sport growing as a self-MAvn 
seedling in her garden.

Lack of an annual resting period is 
anotl>er common cause of stubbornness 
in the Zygocactus; the plant should be

The moat important factor governing 
the flowering of this plant, though, is 
the day length. The Christmas cactus is 
what is known as a sbort-day plant, 
because it requires the shortening htiqrs 
of daylight in the autumn to initiate the 
flower buds. 

If the plant is kept In a room where 
the lights are turned on during the 
evening home, its day is lengtliened 
artificially to about the equiyment of 
midsummer, and the plant fails to 
receive the required stimulus to start 
blooming. 


Dig down carefully and uncovar ths 
pqlbf where one of these mum shoou 
oi^g^Sitet, and detach It carefully from 
^e parent ropt. Vou’ll And the shoot 
quite a few ypung roots of its own, 
so this bit of chrysanthemum will take 
hold and grow away muctymore readily 
than an unrooted slip if planted 
elsewhere. In hot and sunny weather, 
such transplants should be shaded for 
their first week as independent plants. 

KOHL iUfll dJI^TCRIE (O.4., gaan 
Icktea) — Most certainly it is not t4)o 
lata to put In seeds of kohi-rabi. In fact, 
seeds of this excellent vegetable may 
sdwn from April right Uu^ough to tlie 
middle of August, and it is best to inakg 
a series of snysU sowings to maintain a 
continuity of supply. half an inch 
deep and two inches apart, later 
tiiinning the young plants' to stand 10 
inches apart. 

You don't lift and stort kohl-rabi as 
you would turnips, but leava them in 
the gound through the winter, pulling 
just enough for immediate use as 
required — they can take quite a bit 
more frost tiian most vegetables. The 
green varieties have a better flavor 
than the purple kinds.

dence.” 

Morale Low 

Maclean’s statement said 
niLH’ale was shown to be 
"dangerously low” by a 
unanimous police union vote 
last T^jesday of no-confidence 
in the commission. 

He said morale was "dealt 
a farther blow” by Pearl- 
man’s statement. 

TTie union spokesman said 
the commission’s "attempts 
at calm and reascmable col¬ 
lective bargaining have con¬ 
sisted of two meetings". At 
one, the commission made no 
offer and refused to discuss 
union requests, and at the 
other "threw down a take it 
or leave It offer . . . and 
flatly rsfused to discuss union 
liropoealj.”

Maclean also noted the 
commission statement said no 
Victoria settlement could 
been readied unUi Hie 
Vancouver police pay rate was 
fixed in mid-May and added:

The union spokesman called 
this "curious Iogic"and ap¬ 
parently an attempt to justify 
commission policy of refusing 
to discuss tlia principles of 
parity.

About Fishing Books

Not lon^ 090 outdoors editor 
Alec Merruuoii reriewed a new, 
updated edition of A Book of Trout 
Flies, by Preston J. Jennings. Then 
comparing the two he went on to 
write that the original 1935 Derry- 
dale edition was now worth obout 
$100. Well, I have o mint copy. 
But it is not for sale. 

I remember buying my copy at Dewson’i 
Antique Book Shop. Grand at Wiltshire, 
Angeles. There were two or three others on the 
same shell and in IMS I something less than 
15 lor miner 

A few months after the destrucfian at fiie 
United States battle fleet at Pearl Harbor in IMl 
I was transferred from flie golden trout country 
of California’s High Sierra, where I had spent 20 
years, to the downtown Los Angeles office of the 
Southern CaJifonua Eklison Company. 

At that time half a dozen small second^iand 
boc^ stores were scattered along Sixth Street 
between Grand and Figueroa. They are gone now 
since tall new office buildings have taken their 
place. 

It did not take me long alter becoming settled 
tat the city to find interest in these little book 
shops and to browse through them during my 
noon hours. Almost at once I discovered a 
Derrydale, two volume.

Imagine my excitement after I opened one of 
the volumes to find that the locale was centered 
around Campbell River, Campbell Lakes, Buttle 
l.Bke, the Elk River, Cre^ and ... I had 
almost forgotten that part of the world. 

I could hardly wait untQ reaching home in 
Pasadena ts explore between flie covers and ts 
revive memories «f that d^ghthil summer, 1912, 
when I was a member of one of ffie first survey 
parties into Straflicona Park. And later, 1913-14, 
to accompany the late F. t/Ur Knewstubb exploring 
file Cowichan, Stamp, Sproat, Ash, the Nahmtait 
and other waterways far tte water rights branch. 

There were impatient years after 1942 and it 
was not until 1941 that travel restrictians were 
lifted and gasoBne rationing abandoned fliat I was

He turned his horse around and 
headed hack to the Peace Ri^'er country whose 
rivers, lakes and rolhng partdand had pleaaed 
hiin. 

Near Peace RK’er post he met traders 
Fletcher and Bredin. They hired hkn to choose a 
site and manaee a fur trading post in oppositian 
to the Hudson’s Bay. The Indiar trails crosaed at 
Lake Siaskstoon and here he built his post which 
later hecame ‘die nucleus for a theming aettle- 
ment 

In the fan of bis trap lines led him 
through a pass so low (S,500 feet) and so gradual 
he hardly believed he was on the Pacific slope 
untii the r i eec s convinced him. 

TheiUed with Iw disoDw c iy Id nnkma n tried to 
iabereat the Grand Trank Railway which was then 
oonsideiing a pass for its railway to \^Bn<xnxver. 
He did succeed in conducting a survey par ty ov er 
las pass. But in spite of the engneer’s enfimsi- 
■gtM» r eport, poBfics and oAier factors decided 
the present TeHoaiiend naito. So the Mcaftman

V i The colors of the afternoon 
were rusts and ochres. The twisted 
oaks along the sandstone shore^ 
were browning, the large - lemred 
maples still green at the bottom, 
bat yellowing as the crown ascen¬ 
ded, and the empty branches at the 
^ tops etching silver rhythms through 
the crisp clear sky. blowing orange 
clusters of berries fallen from the 
shiny-leaved arbutus, and curls of 
shed sienna bark arranged them¬ 
selves in patterns across the limp 
golden maple leaves. 

The stillness of the air gurgled with a flock of 
starlings pausing in the top of the highest Douglas 
fir as they debated their course, and then 
departed in a body across the green towards the 
south, leav’ing behind thena the quiet of the 
"Aftemexjn. 

The tabletops were gone now, and ttie 
windows of tiie caretaker’s cabin boarded over; 
the concession in the pavilion closed until another 
summer. We sat in the la^tectidn of the 
driftwood logs on the beach and let the warm sun 
caress our' cheeks with ttie fhml heat of the 
season, basking in tranquility as ^e bright sails 
with Yacht dub burgies traced their way ttirough 
the Gap to race in the winds of the Strait of 
Clcorgia. 

The Why-Not had been in need of a short spin 
to warm up the engines, and sq. widi half a 
package of fig newtons left over from August’s 
cruises to feed us, we had sped away into a sunny 
September Sunda 3 .^ across Nanaimo Harbor ; past 
Gallows Point on Proteetkm Island; over to check 
cn the cormorants nesting on die sheer diff face 
of Gabriola Island; and dien back throuc^ the 
liarbor to the docks at Newcastle Island. 

We bad often been here during the aununer, 
to escape the routine of home and work, and had 
Rooked here when the four wharves were fiDed

widi Canadian and American vessels; wben 
children in bright lifejackets fished for tiny pile 
perch from the dbeks, or paddled about in small 
and wben brave youths dove from die 
high ferry wharf at low tide to catch the attention 
of bikinied girls. 

These were bustling times for die Island, as 
die small passenger ferry plied back and forth 
from the Arena on die city side, bringing 
picnickers with coolers and lunch baslKts and 
chDdren and dogs and grandfolks; bringing 
occasionally a tenter who wots willing to backpack 
his gear to the secluded campsites; and inevitably 
on die weekends, bringing hoardes of too-young 
youngsters to carous the nights away until the 
dawTis, dien sprawl sleeping hidier and thither on 
the greens through the mornings. 

We had wandered, during these busy visits, 
what had been die background of diis lovely 
island in die days when the huge dance pavilion 
under the sweet smelling fir had not be^ 
partitioned into disuse. We had asked ourselvfes 
who had made the wide paths diat circled the 
Island Park, and by what fortunate circumstance 
the place had been preserved for pedestrian and 
marine traffic alone. 

My curiosity took me to a meeting of die 
Nanaimo Historical Society. I had come to the

right place. Judge Philpott of Nanaimo was the 
speaker and in his talk about the penal system 
in die pooneer days of the town, he quoted an 
item about Peter the Kanaka who was hanged in 
1896 on the shores at the foot of the court house 
steps on Front Sd«et. Could dns be die Kanaka 
□f Kanaka Bay on Newcastle? 

I mentioned my interest in Newcastle Island. 
One gentleman told me tiiat he had a file on the 
subject and would be glad to oblige my curiosity, 
^'ben he arrived at my home one evening a few 
days later, I was expecting to hear a few * 
interesting tidbits or legends. However, after two 
hours of Bobd facts my brain was swimming with 
dates and items that related to Newaasfie Island 
for die last busy 130 years, and I was left wdth an 
armload of carefully accumnlarted and dooo- 
mented facts on die subject, whicdi I was 
welcome to peruse. 

These files told of the discovery of eool in 
Nanaimo by Coal Tyee in IS^, and of 50 yeais of 
fkxxrishing mining activity on Neweasde Island. 
They told of die ooming of die Kanakas from the 
Sandwich Islands ef the soudi Pacific to the laAior 


of the mines in die days when the Hudson's Bay 
Company was the pioneering force in die west. 

The files told of the use of the island before 
the coming of die w^iite mnn as an indinTi burial 
ground, when it was their custom to place the 
bodies in boxes in die sandstone oaves on the 
Departure Bay side; and of a report from April 
26, 1590, indicating cocitiiiued use far *iig purpose. 
It was reported at diat time that skulls and 
bones were falling out of their boxes, and that 
dead bodies “buried” near the Giq> “emitted a 
sickening odor.** 

More file folders documented 80 years of rook 
quarry activity on the sandstone r.liffg of die 
island, and told of die development of fre 
recreational facilities by Canadian Pacific 
Railways. Also included were indications of a 
thriving community of Japanese who operated A 
cannery and fish salting plant along Exit Channel, 
and established a large shipj^ard on the iginmi 
which they operated lor 30 years until the 
outbreak of the Second World War! 

Afy guest was John Caas, Nanaimo’s amateur 
historian. His armload and headfnl of facts on 
previous times on Newcastle Island was just one 
tiny facet of the materiail he has obllected and 
documented over the past 10 years coheeming die 
history of Nanaimo. It seemed that‘each simple 
question that I w^ould pose involved such a 
complexity of dates and events that 1 would never 
comprehend. 

The following day I arrived home to find Mr. 
Cass sitting on my front steps engaged In 
historical conversation wito the difldren, and 
bearing additianal reference matter for myself 
along with iftiother hour of facts gleaned from his 
nuuiy hours and days in the files of the 
newspaper records. 

It was witii several of these files that my 
husband and I sat that sunny Sunday on fiie 
shores of Newcastle Island with our fig newions, 
pondering the past, debating the locations of the 
various points of inte rest, and imagining die 
pecgile w^ woriced and plei^ured here in former 
days. 

Today die 752<acre island is owned and 
operated as a park by die pro vin cial government. 
The entire island is ringed widi a wide padi. 

The large c^ien green by The Gap is used to 
die summer time for gro u p picnics, when gunns^ 
sacked racers hobble about and frisbee circles 
form. Toto paddle to die ample wading pool.

They entered the oocrals aooordii^ 
to plan, but roared ricdit fixrous^. Mexi can Ibm 
tried aeva*al times before he abandoned the 
attempt, and the cattle won fiie first round. 

But Tom was still enchanted wito fiie Island 
and went down the east coast to the Tlell Ri\«er, 
where he found large flats, plenty of water, 
shelter and grass ig> to his stsmsp^ Again his 
huildings and fencing went im and fins time the 
cattle stayed. 

Three years later, in 1104. a wealthy 
Englishman came to Masset and was ao taken 
with Tom a holdings that be offered him a large 
amount to sell out. Money was always tempting 
to Tom, who occaskmalfy ^lent qntke a bit of It on 
drinking hoots. So this William Cood's offer was 
too tempting to refuse and a deal was eon- 
a umm ated. 

Off went Tom. aoutti to Sand-pit on Moresby 
Island. (It was n far oxy from the Sandspit of 
today wifii its airport, hotels and motels; where 
loggers oome to work in Yakoun and J nakatia 
vdien T>Mn settled tiietc in 1904.). He found 
nothing bat endless grass and sand, but as usual 
he saw the possibilities and went to work. 

That was a very bad w in te r : , . t wi ce as bad 
for an amateur like WiOiam Onod. The dreadful 
Btorms that lashed fiie TleH River tarouipti hii^ 
water and destruoticn and fiie end cf the 
Enipianian’s ranching attempts. 

Be went to visit Mexican Tcoa. who aaemed 
to be a aoct magnet to him, when fifing came, 
and oflered him a 11,000 to trade places. Again 
the mcney wen out wifii Tom and he retumad to 
TleBItlver. 

About fids time Mexican T6m decided he 
needed a wife. Be ooidfint xand ar write but ha 
found a friend at 5»kWegate to wilte to te lamely 
Ileai 't s wnitwnti cf an Amcaioan newapaper.

Whether ft 
was hard work or Tom’s drinking, or bofii that 
drove her away is not known. Tom now took fiie 
few bead of cattle he had left, togettier with some 
saddle horses, his destinatian being Boll Swamp, 
south of Ocanda, ftir yet another new start 

But first he had to have a drinking bout. As 
he was sobering qp he met Tbe Kid again and 
tried desperately to persude him to give up fiie 
riding job he had held for a number d years and 
go east wifii him. 

The Kid refused. The Mexican Tom played 
his trump card. He offered tiie boy a young 
saddle horse fiiat the Kid couldn’t resist and tbey 
were in btsiness together. 

Under Tom’s instructiao he broke some 
horses, did some fencing and erected a log bam. 
Ihm now planned to go into the freiihting 
business, but first he had ti> have a wagon. He 
made a tr^ to Vancouver for this purpose and 
returned in due course with not only the wagon 
and some harness, hut a pr ese n t for the Kid — a 
Victor gramophone witti a few records. 

By this time fiie wild cattle had worked their 
way south and now made their headquarters on 
the Bun Swamp. One huge bpD lorded it over all 
the others. Every morning and evening he 
ascended his favorite hill and baw’led. pawing the 
ground, in open cdiallenge to anyttring afoot 

One night Tom came home to a strange duel 
— a rendition of fi»e Blue Danube Waltz, by the 
gramophone, with the bawling accompaniment of 
file big bun. Glancing in fiie animal’s direction. 
Tom remarked: “There's old Blue Danube!” That 
wms how file old swramp got file name it bears 
today. When fiie Kd finally kffled the buU he 
found he had been twice shot before, once through 
the horn and once in the left leg.

index, is of, immense value ia 
identifying hundreds of items by 
Kane in TBrioos oeilectians, most of 
wdiich have been until now, com¬ 
pletely unknown by the public. 

Harper began work on ttos 
project in 1967, and necessarily, 
many people across Norto America 
were involved in some stage of toe 
research. 

In view of Kane's preoccupation 
with 'BC. durii^ his trav^ and in 
particular, Vancouver Island, it is 
interesting to note that among his 
acknowledgements in toe preface, 
Harper gives thanks to Viotoria’s 
Willard Ireland and Mrs. D«xitoy 
Elakey Smith of the/ provincial 
archives. | 

With publicatian of this hoc* 
anotoer interesting note is that the 
National Art GaDeiy, in conjunctian 
toe Amon Carter Museum of 
Western Art of Fort Worto, Texas, 
has mounted the first show of 
Kane’s woxh that combines his 
paintings, sketches and drawings. It 
shows in Calgary this summer; 
Edmonton in toe winter; Toronto 
and Ottawa next year. There is no 
mentian of a toowing in Victoria, 
which is a pity. 

Neariy 100 sketches survive from 
toe toree months during winch Kane 
worked alor^ toe aouthem tip of 
Vancouver Island, the mainland 
coasts of both B.C. and Washington. 

Harper states "these are of toe 
greatest ethnolc^cal and historical 
interest, and some are among his 
finest artistic productions." 

Harper goes on to say of his B.C. 
work: "Their subject matter has no 
paraUel in toe work of aitp otoer 
19th century artist in the same 
region. Kane was attracted by toe 
number and variety of tribes and no 
better place toan Fort Victoria 
existed for sketching toem." 

Kane’s Indian phase is what 
really sets him apart from other 
artists of his time. Produced as a 
result of travelling through the west 
from 1845 through 1848, the wortc is 
the entire basis for his reputation. 
Perhaps no one has so taithfu^y 


eaptured toe Bfe-style sf this 
continent's first cifizens. 

In his early life toere was nothing 
to indicate Kane was to become a 
first class outdoorsman: Brought to 
Yoric from Ireland at age nine, he 
lived with his father srtx) ran a wine 
and sporits shop at Yonge and 
Adelaide Streeta of what is now toe 
giant Toronto. 

He went to school just long 
«ioagh to leam to spell phanefically, 
as is ^xnvn many times in Ids 
Wanderings, and on his wortc, toen 
became a decorator at furniture. 

What brought young Kane from 
this stage to a life where he 
survived every ordeal on toe trail, 
every bitter and harsh winter, death- 
deftring rapids, to say nothing of 
more-often-than-not hostile Intoans, 
is what makes Paul Kaae's Ftantler 
a valuable addition to toe world of 
Canadiana. 

If toe i«ioe tag of $27.50 seems 
harsh, it is only because it is a 
costly publicatian. It is a shame 
because this is a Canadian history 
that should be witoin reach of all, 
and not. just at toe pubbc library. 

Of particular interest to Isla n d e rs 
win be Kane's notes and sketches 
while at Fort Victoria, the Indian 
village on the east siide of Esquimalt 
harbor, his visit to the Cowichans 
and north to toe lajM of toe Nootkas. 

flis sketches of battles, as well as 
every-day routine of both brave 
squaw and medicine man are fascin¬ 
ating. No less fascinating is his 
wortc depicting an enraged and 
wounded buffalo (which he killed 
after finishing the sketch). No draw¬ 
ing room artist, tods Kane. 

There’s even something for those 
who tremble, ^ the toought of the 
fault, and oeu'toquakes that have 
been forecast.

Inflation is rampant and toere 
are unmistakable signs of another 
1929 situation.

That night, toe President quotes 
Chance in a nationally televiaed 
speech. Instantly famous, he is 
interviewed en TV <depatiBtng icr 
toe nation’s absent vice-president), 
sought out by a publisher and the 
press, and boni^ by leading 
dipkimats at toe United Nations and 
fay Washingtan society. 

He handles hims^ i n^ ires s ively, 
adapting to each attnaticsi by the use 
of tilings remembered frcsn inces¬ 
sant TV viewing. Bis questioners, 
already convinced of hto wiodam, 
place their own Interpretations on 
his laoomc replies, and his sDeaoes, 
and are fully satisfied. 

Chance (the technocrat of the 
future?) is bE tilings to aE men. To 
the older people he has the touch of 
natural goodness to which men 
respond; to toe young, he is a 
natural leader — unattached, un¬ 
perturbed, turned out 

Kosinski has written a modem 
parable, as ohiiRng as it is hriBiant 
The entire action takes place over a 
period of lour days. During tins 
brief time. Chance, exclusively TV 
educated and oonditicned, steps 
from obscurity to intematioi^ 
fame. 

By the use of wit irony, subtle 
tension, and a beautifully restrained 
style, Kosinski makes tins unlikely 
happening frighteningly plausible. 

To those unfamiliar wito tins 
author, a brief biographical note 
may be of interest. Jerzy Kosinski 
was bom in Poland in 1933. At the 
age of 22 he became aa associate 
professor at the Polish Academy of 
Sciences in Warsaw. Two years later 
he emigrated to the Unil^ States, 
where be gained an ^lA degree in 
both histoiy' and pcditical science. 

In 1967 he was awarded toe 
Guggenheim Fellowship for creative 
waiting in fiction, and soon after 
became a Fellow of tiie Centre for 
Advanced Studies at Wesleyan Uni¬ 
versity. During 1969-70 he taught 
English prose at Princeton Univer¬ 
sity, and be is now jjrofessar of 
dramatic po^e and criticism at 
Yale University. 

Although his boc^ have been 
translated into cveiy major 
language, Kosinski writes only to 
Engliih — shades of Conrad! 

If 3 ^u have not already done so, 1 
urge you to became acquainted with 
Kosinsld's work. His brilliant mind, 
astringent style and inqireaBive 
restraint are a welcome and refresb- 
tog oounter-balaxice to the eidiibition- 
ism and wanton display which now 
plague what passes lor our culture.

Haaitjuit at first, Boulton 
told his atoryr 

He was coming home along 
tha Patricia Bay highway 
about 6 p.m. Thuraday aftar 
ipafidlng a day cutting hair In 
his Shelbouma PIbrb baihar 
shop. 

"1 aaw R flaah of aharp. 
blue flame going up smd 
figured there muuat be a car 
accident. I drove up to where 
the flagh occurred (4800. 
Block) and gaw about three 
or tour other cart already 
parked there." 

He said he hopped out ot 
the car, spotted an overturned 
car down the embankment, 
and then *'ran down the bank, 
noticing wlrer (power line 
wires) lying all around, and 
flames."
